Flies, Mosquitoes, Gnats, Wasps and Flying Moths: Close all doors and windows and spray room at the rate of 2 to 3
seconds per 1 -000 cubic feet. Direct spray to all parts of the room, especially windows and other light sources which attract
these insects. Keep nozzle in constant motion. Keep room closed for 10 to 15 minutes after treatment. Do not remain in
treated areas. Thoroughly ventilate after treatment. Repeat treatment as necessary.
Cockroaches, iWaterbugs, Silverfish, Crickets, Spiders, Centipedes, and Sowbugs: General Volumetric Treatment-
Open cabinets; and doors in area to be treated. Shut off air conditioners, fans, and close doors and windows before spraying.
Spray for 2?0 seconds per 1 000 cubic feet of space (for 1 5 Ib.size: 1 0 seconds per 1 000 cubic feet). Direct spray toward areas
suspected of harboring insects. Spray into hiding places such as cracks and crevices, behind sinks, cabinets, along
baseboards arid floors, around drains and plumbing, hitting insects with spray whenever possible. Keep area closed for 15
minutes. Open' and thoroughly ventilate before reoccupying. Repeat treatment a::; necessary.
Ants: Spray trails, nests, and points of entry. Spray on ants when possible. Repeat as necessary.
Indianmeal Moths, Angoumois Grain Moths: Close doors and windows, direct spray into all parts of room, especially
around stored 'Ipod product containers, pallets, and darkened areas. Do not spray in areas where food is exposed in anyway.
Spray 7 to 1 0 seconds for each 1 ,000 cubic feet of space. Keep area closed for 1 5 minutes following treatment. Do not
remain in treated areas. Thoroughly ventilate after treatment. Repeat application weekly or as needed.
Exposed stages of Confused Flour Beetles, Sawtoothed Grain Beetles, Red Flour Beetles, Rice Weevils, Granary
Weevils, Grair) Mites: Spray into cracks and crevices, around cartons or containers and other areas where these insects
tend to congregate. Spray 30 seconds for each 100 square feet of surface. Keep area closed for 45 minutes to 1 hour after
treatment. Repeat application as necessary.
Carpet Beetleis: Spray directly on beetles, floors, baseboards, shelves and carpets. Repeat treatment as necessary.
Bed Bugs^ Thoroughly inspect area of suspected bed bug infestation, and note potential harborage sites or actual
infestations;,. Remove and/or pick up clothing and other obstacles that may prevent thorough inspection or treatment. Remove
and sanitize infested bedding (pillows and linens), clothing, or other items.

Apply CB-38 Insecticide on mattresses as a spot treatment to mattress seams, edges, and tufts of bed only. Do not use CB-
38 Insecticide directly on mattresses, pillows, bed linens or clothes. Do not saturate the mattress; and do not treat entire
surface area ofmattress. Allow mattress to dry thoroughly before replacing pillows and/or bed linens.

Bed bugs rnayalso harbor in areas of the room away from the bed. Apply CB-38 Insecticide as a crack & crevice or spot
application where evidence of bed bugs occurs. This includes bed frames, box springs, inside empty drawers and clothes
closets, nic;ht stands and other furniture in the room, carpet edges, high and low wall moldings (such as floor molding or
window casing^), wall voids, behind wall hangings and mirrors, wallpaper edges and popcorn ceilings.

FOOD PROCESSING PLANT USE: To kill Cockroaches, Spiders, Silverfish, Wasps, Hornets, Crickets-Spray the
insect directly when possible. Spray all probable hiding places such as cracks, crevices, baseboards, sinks, cabinets,
shelves, under .appliances, in food storage areas. To Kill Flies, Mosquitoes, Gnats, Small Flying Moths-Close all windows
and doors. Direct spray upward, spraying for 2-3 seconds for 1,000 cubic feet of space. Do not remain in treated areas.
Thoroughly ventilate after treatment.
HOME USI'::: To kill Cockroaches, Spiders, Silverfish, Wasps, Hornets, Crickets- Spray the insect directly when possible and
spray all priobable hiding places such as cracks, crevices, baseboards, sinks, cabinets, shelves and under appliances.
Repeat as necessary.

DAIRY FARM USE: Milking Parlor and Milkroom-Close all windows and door.>. Direct spray upwards, spraying for 5
seconds for 1,000 cubic feet of space. Do not remain in treated areas. Thoroughly ventilate after treatment. Close all milk
bulk tank lids to prevent contamination from spray and from dead or falling insects. Remove or cover milking utensils before
application.

Do not spray directly
toward the animal's face or eyes. Repeat application daily or as necessary.
POULTRY;OPii:RATIONS: In poultry houses, close all windows and doors. Spray at the rate of 5 seconds per 1,000 cubic
feet of spaee. Do not remain in treated areas. Thoroughly ventilate after treatment. Treat daily or as necessary.
